On the 7th June, 1976, at about mid-day, thVee armed 
gangsters forced their entry into the T.angct Branch of the 
J&K Bank ,and looted the bank. While leaving, they bolted 
the door from outside. Shri Ghulam Nabi Margey, hfiuiager 
of the Bank, raised an alarm and coming out of the build¬ 
ing chased the dacoits, He grappled with the leader of the 
gang who wan heavily armed and over-powered him. Ho 
showed tremendous courage williout caring for his own life. 
One of the gangstera shot Shri Margey in the chest and he 
died on the spot. The villagers who had collected by that 
time, inspired by the sacrifice made by Shri 'Margey, con¬ 
tinued their chase in spite of indiscriminate firing by the 
ganK.stcrs. The chase continual till the gangsters exhausted 
their ammunition aind surrendered. 

The gangsters were none other than the members of gan^ 
led by Mohammad Maqbool Butt, the notorious Pakistani 
agent who had escaped from the (jentral Jail, ScinaMr. He 
was waiting for the execution of deaith sentence ana carried 
a reward of Rs. 10,(X)())/- for his arrest. The gallant lead 
given by Shri Margey at the cost of his own life led to the 
capture of extremely dangerous and anti-national infiltrators 
and thereby averted further threat to the security of the 
country. 


Shri Ghulam Nabi Margey thus exihlbited conspicuous 
coumge and extni-ordinary devotion to duty in utter disre¬ 
gard of his persona] safety, 

2. KX-SUBEDAR RAM DAS, 

GHAZIABAD (UTTAR PRADESH) 

(Effective date of the award ; 2()th June, 1983) 

On the 2()th June, 1983, at about 9.30 a.m., Ex-Snbedar 
Raim Dos, who owns a Rtation shop for his livelihood, went 
to a wholesale dealqr in kerosene oil in Ghaziabnd. Sud¬ 
denly. three persons appeared on a motor cycle and snat¬ 
ched the brief case containing an amount of Rs. 80,000/- 
from the kerosene dealer. Ex-Subedar Rapa Das hit the 
snatcher on his wrist with u stick. The brief case fell on 
the groimd. The dacoit immediately fired at Shri Ram Das 
with his country made pistol. Shri Ram Das managed to 
change the direction of the pistol with his hand. The other 
two dacoits tried to run away on the motor cycle, but were 
prevented by Shri Ram Das with his stick. The motoi' 
cycle fell down and the dacoit were nabbed by the ciowd. 
The third dacoit, with the pistol, however, managed to 
escape. 


The above act of Ex-Subedar Ram I>as, who is 79 years 
old and is handicapped, is one of conspicuous courage per¬ 
formed in the face of great risk to his own life. 


3, SHW Y. SHREEHARI SARMA, 
DONE, DISTRICT KURNOOL. 
(ANDHRA PRADESH) 


(Posthumous) 


(Effective date of the award ; 14th December, 1983) 

On the night of 14th December, 1983, at about 9.00 p,m,, 
sorne unknown intruders gained entry into the residence of 
Shri Shreehari Sarma, Manager, Done branch of Andhra 
Bank and attacked him and other inmates. They demanded 
the keys of the iron safe of the Bank. The residence of 
Shii Sarma was in the same premises as the Bank. The 
incident occurred when Sliri Sarma along with an Accoun¬ 
tant and a Clerk of the Bank were busy calculating interest 
for the half-yearly closing. Shri Sarnia’s father, wife and 
c!v?i ^®te also present in the house. Die assailants beat 
Shri Sarma and others. They continued torturing Shri 
Sama in order to extract the keys from him. Tney also 
hied m vain to break open the safe and in disgust stabbed 
Shn Saaroa to death and carried away his personal belong¬ 
ings worth about Rs, 10,000/-. The assailants ivcre, how¬ 
ever. apprehended and later convicted for thh henlous 
offence. 
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Shri Y. Shreehari Sarma tlius exhibited conspicuous cour¬ 
age beyond the call of his duty and preferred to surrender 
tiis own property and ultimately his life than to hand over 
the keys of the vaults of the Bank to the Emsaihmts. 

4. BRIGADIER MANOHAR LAL GARG. AVSM, 
BHOPAL, MADHYA PRADESH (RETIRED) 

(Effective date of the award; 2nd December, 19R4) 

On the midnifiht of 2nd/3i'd December, 1984 the well 
Unown lethal MIC gas tragedy occuricd in Bhopal in Madhya 
Pradesh. In this tragedy thousands of families suffered 
fatal casualties and very severe injuries. Bfigadier Manohar 
Lai Garg, General Manager of the Straw Products factory 
which is only 400 yards away from the site of the incident, 
was amongst the 1100 employees of the factory who were in 
the grip of the toxic gas fumes in that faiteful night, Briga¬ 
dier Garg stuck on showing complete. disregard to his per¬ 
sonal safety and to the safety of his llim'ily till all arrange¬ 
ments 'for evacuation of casualties to the Military and Civd 
Hospitals were made. 

Brigadier Garg was thus able to ;save many lives under 
critical condition. After inhaling concentrated MIC gas for 
about one hour and forty-live minutes in a. critical condi¬ 
tion, he continued to attend to telephone calls in connccUon 
with the rescue operations. After giving detailed instructions 
for evacuation he went to the Staff residential colony, col¬ 
lected as many persons a.s possible in his car and drove 
himself to the Military Hospital. He agreed to the sugges¬ 
tion of the Doctors to put himself on oxygen, only when 
he was satisfied that evacuation was complete. 

Brigadier Manohar Lai Garg has thus displayed excep¬ 
tional courage, a deep concern for the welfare of his em¬ 
ployees and their families, effective leadership, determination 
and presence of mind in the face of a chemical c.atastrophc. 

5. MA.IOR ASHO'K. KUMAR SINGH (lC-27941). SM. 
ENGINEERS. 

(Effective date of the award; 28lh September, 1985) 

Major Ashok Kumar Singh was selected as a permanent 
crew member of ihe Indian Army expedition around the 
world in a thirty seVen footer fibre glass yacht “Trishna” 
which will ®o down in the annals of sailing hislory in India 
as a daring feait of great enterprise, 

TVishna had to sail from the United Kingdom to BonibiV. 
the port from where the expedition was flagged off on the 
28th September, 1985. Eiirontc th© United Kingdom to 
Bombay, Trishna ran into fierce storm.s in the Bny of Biscay, 
ixyugh weaffier in th© Mediterranean and then agaijp in the 
Red Sea. At one stag© th© main sail's were blown off in the 
gales. At great peril, the crew managed to put up fresh 
sails and safety steer Trishna to Bombay. 

Their journey from Mauritius to St. Helena Island around 
the Cttpe of Good Hope, was a story of heroic fight against 
countless storms when wind intensity increased to sixty five 
knots whipping up waves to forty-tifty feet height. Tons of 
■water broke over the sma'l boat, washing away the life saving 
gear and packing of the wireless. They ptcered Trishna with 
steel nerves, keening it on course. 

The worst part of the iourncy was from Auckland to Sydney 
acro.ss the Tasman Sea where the crew faced one of the worst 
storms in 100 years. Binviiip through the dangers the crew 
reached Sydney with coiiinlcte exhaustion and loss of appetite. 
The sail from Sydney to Brisbane further to Cairns and 
Thursday Island was equally difficult, when they had to steel 
past the Great Barrier Reef which was a great navigational 
hazard. 

Major Ashok Kumar Singh, in spite of being handicapped 
having an artificial left leg, shared the tremendous difficulties 
with his teammates and displayed conspicuous gallantry in the 
‘best traditions of the Indian Army. 

6. SQUADRON LEADER PRADEEP SHARMA 
(13777). FT.YTNG (PILOT) 

(Effective date of the award : 24th October, 1985) 

On the 24th October, 1985, when Squadron Leader Fradeep 
Shnrma was flying a night instmctional sortie on Kiran air¬ 
craft alongwith his pupil, the engine of the aircraft suddently 


failed due to material failure. Besides the total loss of power 
from the engine, Shuadron Leader Sharma wa.s also confront¬ 
ed with confusing engine instriiiucnt indications because of the 
very peculiar nature of the failure. Displaying exemplary 
coolness and professionalism, he correctly analysed the failure 
for which there wias rto r(mrcdial action, At this stage, any 
pilot would have been fully justified in abandoning the air¬ 
craft, which was over 35 kilometre away trom base, as a 
forced landing al night had never been allempted before. Had 
he choosen the aprorentlv oulv possible option of abandon¬ 
ing the aircraft, besides the inevitable loss of the aircraft qnd 
probable ejection related injuries to pilots, \'alnable evidence 
as to why the engine failed, would have been lost. 

Relying on h's consummate skill and p''ofcssionaltsm. 
Squadron Leader Pradeep Sharma completely disvcgardeij the 
perils to himself and carried out a snecessfid forced landing 
at night in a copy book fashion wilhoiit any damage to the 
aircraft. 

Squadron Leader Pradeep Sharma thus rendert'd superla¬ 
tive professionalism, cool and profound courage in saving a 
valuable aircraft in utter disregard to his own safety. 

7 MAIOR MAKAVIR SINGH BALH.\RA (TC- 
24568), SM. BIHAR. 

(Effective date of the award ; 12th April, 1986) 

An operational expediliop lo ‘Sia Kangri’ in the Siachen 
Glacier was sent on the I2th April, 1986 to give protection 
to and enable an Indo-US expedition to Qccomplish its mis¬ 
sion. Major Mahavir Singh Balhara, Commander of a Rifle 
Company in the forward most sector in I.adaLh, volunteered 
to lead the mission. He selected the personnel judiciously, 
trained them vigorously and planned his mission maticulo- 
usly. 

Realising (he si.gnificancc of his mission lo the Nation, Jie 
led b's men, who were not real mountaineers. Constantly 
exhorting them, throu.gh deep crevasse infested glacier and 
established the base camp despite limited uiountameertng 
equipment adverse ■weather condition and blinding blizzards. 
Being aware of our mi.ssion. the enemy was observed trying 
to approach from the West lo intercept our approach to the 
peak. Sensing the gravity of the sitmition. Moior_ Mahavir 
Singh Balhara quickly moved up on heights of Sia Kaneri 
and thwarted their designs hy gaining domination over the 
enemv bv his obseiwation and fire. Thereafter, he opened the 
route which enabled the Indo-US Expedition tO scale the 
peak successfiillv in June, 1986. 

Subsequently, Major Balhara achieved a unique feat in the 
hislory of mountaineering when he alongwith his men w’ho 
were not veal mountaineers scaled the 24350 feet high peak 
without proper kit. White descending, he moved his team 
tactically and brought it snfelv amidst enemy’s artillery 
fire. 

Major Mahavir Singh Bn'hara thus disnhaved conspicuous 
gallantry, courage and dynamic leadership o1 a high orde^ 

8 SECOND TdELITENANT PRADIBTA NARAYAN 

■ MOUAPATRA (TC-42a5), SIKH LIGHT INFAN¬ 
TRY. 

(Effective date of the award : I'Olh Alay, 1986) 

In the entire Siachen Glacier area Bila Pond La has gained 
a prestigious status in the enemy’s preceptions and accordingly 
the cn^'iny lins repeatedly utl^nipled to SLHin pusseRsion of this 
pass or dominate it. In this effort, the enemy taking advan¬ 
tage of the poor visibility due to had W'eather had managed, 
to occupy a feature at an altitude of 19000 feet during the 
month of March, 1986. This place overlooks own posts and 
due to its dominance by observation, enemy could brin.g down 
accurate machine gun and artdlerv fire from foitificd bunkers 
rendering defences of Bila Fond La difficiil!. 

On the night of the 10th May 1986. Second T.icutcnant 
Pradipta Narayan Mohapatra was entrusted with the most 
difficult ta,sk of evielinE the enemv from this post. Know¬ 
ing fully well what dangers lay ahe*ad. he volunteered to carry 
out this herculean task in the face of heavy odds withTracti- 
cally no knowledge of mountaineering. Though the task in¬ 
volved moving under the nose of the enemv and under a hail 
of their bullets, yet with cool courage, this gallant officer 
crawled over an ice wall using only one rope to support him. 
Had the enemy observed the move not one in the patrol would 
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have been saved. But L[ndcr his dynamic leadership, the 
assault group soon found itself on the summit behind the 
enemy post.- Taking them by surprise, he attacked with his 
team of eleven brave men lobbing grenades and firing, on the 
move. The ferocity of the attack was such that the enemy 
fled in panic, diving behind two Medium Machine Guns, a 
Submachine Gum an automatic rifle, a rocket launcher and 
stacks of arilrtilunition. 

In this daring feat of evicting the enemy from tan impreg¬ 
nable position at great peril to his life. Second Lieutenant 
Pradipta Narayan Mohapatra displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
couragy and devotion to duty of a high order. 

9. SHRI AJAY KUMAR KI.ATR. (Posthumous) 

DISTRICT J.ALANDHAR (PUN,IAB) 

(EITectivc date of the award : 19th June 1986) 

On the 19th lune, 1986, Shri Ajay Kumw Klair who had 
gone to Apra hranch of Canara Bank to encash a cheque, saw 
three persons armed with revolvers looting the Bank. He 
swooped, from behind, on one of the ducoits who was stand¬ 
ing at the main gate of the btmk. Shri Klair held the dacoit 
tight with a strpng grip. Another dacoit, standing in the 
Manager’s cabin, went upto Shri Klair and shot him in hi» 
arm, Shri Klair fell down. The dacoit then stepped on 
Shri Klair and shot him in his chest at point blank hange and 
Shri Klair died on the spot 

Shri Ajay Kumar Klair thus displayed exemplary courage 
at the cost of his own life in protecting bank’s property.
